Section 1. Section 8D.2, subsection 5, paragraph a, Code
2007, is amended to read as follows:

a. "Public a?engy" means a state agency, an institution
under the control of the board of regents, the judicial branch
as provided in section 8D.13, subsection 17, a school
corporation, a city library, a library service area as
provided in chapter 256, a county library as provided in
chapter 336, or a judicial district department of correctional
services established in section 905.2, to the extent provided
10 in section 8D.13, subsection 15, an agency of the federal
11 government, a county. or a United States post office which
12 receives a federal grant for pilot and demonstration projects.
13 Sec. 2. Section 8D.11, subsection 4, Code Supplement 2007,
14 is amended to read as follows:

13 EXPLANATION

14 This bill confers upon_counties the status of a public

15 agency for purposes of being authorized access to the lowa

16 communications network. The bill makes conforming changes to

17 Code chapter 8D, which deals with the lowa communications

18 network and the duties of the telecommunications and

19 technology commission.
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
